The  general  health  of  the  district  continues  to  be 
maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level,  and  there  have  been  no 
serious  outbreaks  of  any  of  the  infectious  disease  groups. 
Roth  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  remain  at  extremely  low 
figures,  and  the  one  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  the  source  of 
which  was  outside  the  district,  was  limited  to  one  family. 

Although,  in  spite  of  many  difficulties,  progress 
has  been  maintained  with  the  provision  of  new  houses,  it  is 
still  necessary  to  emphasise  the  urgent  need  for  more  and  more. 

I  have  again  to  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  willing  and  constant  help,  both  in  the 
administration  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  district  and  the 
compiling  of  this  report.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  other 
Council  Officials  for  their  valued  help  in  many  ways.

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 
Area.  The  Ryton  Urban  District  is  situated  on  the  north¬ 
west  extremity  of  the  county  and  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  Tyne,  on  the  south  and  east  by  tributaries  of  the 
river  known  as  the  local  burns,  the  Barlow  Burn  and  the 
Blaydon  Burn  which  separate  it  from  the  Blaydon  Urban 
District,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Stanley  Burn  which  forms 
the  boundary  between  Ryton  Urban  District  and  the  County  of 
Northumberland. 

The  Urban  District  is  divided  into  four  wards,  named 
Crookhill,  Ryton,  Crawcrook  and  Ryton  Woodside.  The 
Ryton  and  Crawcrook  wards  although  much  lower  than 
the  Greenside  (600  ft.)  and  the  country  to  the  south,  stand  well 
above  the  level  of  the  Tyne  which  is  about  a  mile  to  the  no't 
of  Crawcrook  and  about  half  a  mile  north  of  Ryton,  and  ha 
excellent  natural  drainage.  The  only  low-lying  parts  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  are  the  areas  near  to  the  river  at  Clara  Vale  and  at  Ryton 
Haughs  wrhere  there  are  two  rows  of  houses  near  Newburn  Bridge! 

The  greatei  part  of  this  district  is  agricultural.  There 
is  One  Brick  Yard  and  there  are  a  few  Stone,  Sand  and  Gravel 
Quarries.  Most  of  the  population  is  employed  at  the  Collieries, 
of  which  there  are  five,  situated  at  Greenside,  Claia  Vale,  Bar- 
moor,  Stargate  and  Addison. 

'The  soil  is  clay  and  sand. 
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Births.  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  201,  of 
which  102  were  males  and  99  females,  a  decrease  on  last  year 
of  16.  The  number  of  births  for  1948  was  217  and  for  1947  was 
265.  Of  the  total  live  births  8  were  illegitimate.  The  natural 
increase  of  the  population  for  the  year,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  the 
births  over  deaths,  was  74  as  against  the  natural  increase  for  the 
previous  year  of  69. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  14  45  as  against 
that  of  15'80  for  1948.  This  was  lower  than  the  rate  for  the 
Administrative  County  (18  7)  and  for  England  and  Wales  (16'7). 

Deaths.  The  total  nun^Der  of  deaths  was  127,  comprising 
76  males  and  51  females.  This  corresponds  to  an  annual  death 
rate  of  9  13  that  for  the  administrative  county  being  ll-5  and 
that  for  England  and  Wales,  1L7.  The  number  of  deaths  in 
1948  was  148,  giving  a  death  rate  of  10  77. 

Infantile  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  registered 
under  one  year  was  7,  4  males  and  3  females.  The  infantile 
death  rate  was  35,  that  of  the  county  44,  and  that  of  England  and 
Wales  32. 

A  graph  comparing  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  of 
Ryton,  Durham  County  and  England  and  Wales,  is 
appended.  (Page  S,).^ 

Deaths  from  Zymctic  Diseases.  None.. 

Respiratory  Diseases.  There  were  3  deaths  from 
pneumonia,  7  from  bronchitis  and  2  from  other  respiratory 
diseases,  excluding  phthisis,  giving  a  death  rate  of  86 

Tuberculosis.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  5  deaths 
as  compared  with  4  in  1948  representing  a  Phthisis  mortality  of 
0  36.  There  were  no  deaths  from  other  tubercular  disease. 

The  total  tuberculosis  mortality  was  therefore  0.36  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  county  rate  of  0  56. 

Cancer.  Deaths  due  to  cancer  numbered  18  compared 
with  22  during  1948.  11  were  males  and  7  females,  giving  a 

death  rate  of  L29. 

Diseases  of  Circulatory  System.  Heart  disease  caused  34 
deaths,  intracranial  vascular  lesions  caused  20  and  other  diseases 
of  circulatory  system  caused  3  deaths,  making  in  all  57  deaths. 
This  total  represents  a  death  rate  of  4'09.

During  the  year  there  were  226  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified,  and  of  these  188  were  due  to  Measles,  4 
Diphtheria,  and  11  to  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  within  the  district 
can  in  no  wise  be  deemed  unsatisfactory.

Diphtheria.  4  cases  were  notified,  3  of  which  were  re¬ 
moved  to  hospital.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


The  work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department 
during  the  year  lias  been  efficiently  carried  out,  and  the 
details  will  be  found  in  the  tabular  statement  appended. 

Water  Supply.  The  supply  of  water  for  the  district  is 
provided  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Co.,  with  the 
exception  of  17  houses  which  receive  water  from  the  mains  of 
the  Durham  County  Water  Board  and  15  houses  in  isolated  parts 
of  the  district  which  have  to  depend  on  wells  and  springs 

The  mains  water  is  of  good  quality,  and  the  supply 
is  continuous  and  plentiful.

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  taken. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  sewerage  system  which 
was  last  structurally  improved  in  1928  is  now  being  surveyed 
with  a  view  to  improvements  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
future.  All  the  sewage  is  discharged  direct  and  untreated  into 
the  River  Tyne  by  3  main  and  1  subsidiary  outfalls. 

Roads  and  Streets.  A  restricted  amount  of  road 
repair  has  been  carried  out. 

Rodent  Contros  (Infestation  Order  1943).  Treatment 
of  the  sewers  is  carried  out  every  six  months  for  the  destruction 
of  rats. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  now  m  the  district 
4,182  water  closets,  1 10  ash  closets,  and  19  ashpit  privies. 

Scavenging.  The  Council  is  directly  responsible  for  the 
whole  of  the  scavenging  in  the  district.  This  is  carried  out  under 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  ai,d  the  service  is  effici¬ 
ently  maintained  by  the  use  of  four  motor  refuse  collecting 
vehicles. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  dust  bins 
which  are  emptied  twice  weekly  if  necessary.  The  others  are 
emotied  once  a  week.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  lipping  (con¬ 
trolled)  in  old  quarries  and  is  also  used  for  land  reclamation. 

During  the  year  331,116  receptacles  were  c'eansed;  the 
estimated  weight  of  refuse  removed  is  6,723|  tons. 
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Publ  ic  Conveniences.  New  public  conveniences,  with 
accommodation  for  both  sexes  have  been  provided  at  Crawcrook 
and  Ryton.  A  new  convenience  of  a  similar  type  is  to  be  con¬ 
structed  at  Greenside.  The  buildings  are  of  modern  construction, 
well  fitted  and  lighted  with  a  pleasing  exterior. 

Salvage.  Salvage  collection  and  disposal  was  actively 
carried  out  until  July,  1949,  when  directions  were  revoked  by 
the  Minister  of  Supply.  The  total  amount  of  salvage  and 
materials  collected  are  as  given  in  the  following  table.

The  Disinfection  of  Houses.  During  the  year  16  houses 
have  been  disinfected.  The  bedding  and  clothes  of  the  per¬ 
sons  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  are  taken 
there  and  disinfected  by  steam.  In  other  cases  their  cleansing 
is  carried  out  at  home. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  disinfectants  are 
supplied  by  the  Council  free  of  charge. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc.  One  site  on  the  river  bank 
was  periodically  used  for  camping  over  short  periods  during  the 
year.  The  site  is  not  licenced  and  is  regularly  inspected  when 
in  use. 

Three  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  temporary 
dwellings.

Instructions  regarding  disinfesting  and  cleansing 
are  given  and  periodic  visits  made  to  infested  houses  until  they 
are  judged  clean.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  tenants,  and 
where  property  is  unoccupied ,  by  the  owners.  Fluid  insecticide 
is  supplied  by  the  Council  and  pressure  sprays  are  issued  on 
loan. 


It  has  been  found  that  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
tenants  of  houses  is  necessary  to  ensure  thorough  disinfesta¬ 
tion,  as  in  most  cases  several  applications  of  insecticide  are 
required. 

No  action  is  taken  by  the  Council  to  ensure  that  the 
belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  their  removal 
to  Council  Houses. 

Cinemas.  There  are  two  in  the  area,  both  of  which 
are  kept  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Schools-  The  schools  are  modern  with  good  sanitary 
arrangements.  A  good  water  supply  is  provided.

HOUSING. 


All  complaints  regarding  unsatisfactory  housing  con¬ 
ditions  and  structural  defects  are  investigated  and  appropriate 
action  taken  when  necessarv. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  building  108  of 
houses  on  the  Park  Field  Estate,  good  progress  was  made  with 
the  building  of  104  houses  at  Greenside  and  a  commencement 
was  made  with  the  building  of  71  houses  at  Crookhill.  It  is 
anticipated  that  a  commenctment  will  be  made  at  an  early  date 
with  the  building  of  126  houses  at  Crawcrook. 
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Demolition  Orders  have  been  made  on  six  houses  and  a 
Closing  Order  on  one.  One  house  has  been  closed  on  an  under¬ 
taking  given  by  the  owners.  There  are  a  number  of  houses  rapidly 
fall'ng  into  a  dilapidated  condition,  the  tenants  of  which  will 
require  re-housing  at  an  early  date. 

This  being  a  mining  area  and  the  land  subject  to  sub¬ 
sidence,  the  Council  have  had  considerable  difficulty^  in  the 
selection  of  suitable  sites  for  development. 

The  majorty  of  the  existing  houses  are  of  modern  con¬ 
struction  and  most  of  them  well-built;  the  new  streets 
are  well  planned  and  there  is  practically  no  crowding  of 
houses  into  confined  yards  and  courts.  In  addition  the 
district  enjoys  the  natural  advantages  of  being  situated  on 
rising  ground  and  in  being  surrounded  by  open  country. 

Since  1st  January,  1920,  there  have  been  built — 

830  houses  by  the  Council. 

662  houses  by  private  enterprise. 

Back  to  back  houses  at  Addison  are  being  gradually  con¬ 
verted  into  through  houses  with  bathrooms  and  hot  water  sys¬ 
tems.  Present  conditions  are  holding  up  progress  in  the  recon¬ 
ditioning  of  the  remainder  of  this  type  of  house  elsewhere. 

Overcrowding.  Reliable  figures  are  not  available. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Food  and  Drugs.  Food  premises  where  food  for  human 
consumption  is  prepared  for  sale  or  sold  have  received  pari  icular 
attention  with  regard  to  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Aci, 
1938. 

An  inspection  of  food  shops  in  the  area  has  disclosed  the 
fact  that  many  premises  were  not  supplied  with  adequate  wash¬ 
ing  facilities  Little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining 
the  co-operation  of  occupiers  of  such  premises  and  in  most  cases 
adequate  washing  facilities  have  now  been  provided,  the  benefits 
of  which  are  appreciated  by  the  employees. 

There  are  3  bakeries  in  the  district.  These  are  fre¬ 
quently  inspected.  They  are  clean,  orderly  and  up-to-date 
in  their  general  arrangements. 

Meat  Inspection.  There  are  13  slaughter  houses,  of  which 
5  are  licenced,  the  licences  of  the  remaider  have  not  been  renewed 
as  all  slaughtering,  with  the  exception  of  cases  of  emergency 
slaughter  and  the  slaughter  of  cottagers’  pigs,  is  done 
outside  the  district.  The  retail  butchers  in  the  area  have  a 
central  distribution  point,  but  so  far  as  practicable  all  meat  is 
inspected  before  being  removed  to  retail  premises. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations.  Dealers’ 
licences  have  been  granted  as  follows:  -  “Tuberculin  Tested’’ 
10  ;  Pasteurised,  7  ;  Sterilised,  5 

Ice  Cream.  Three  premises  are  registered  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  af  ice-cream,  in  one  of  which  the  cold  mixed  process  is 
used.  The  other  two  premises  have  been  fitted  with  modern 
plant  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treat¬ 
ment  etc.)  Regulations.  The  ice-cream  is  manufactured  under 
very  satisfactory  conditions.
